One should not, however, fail 
to note and evalue his statement 
that in his relations with Mr. 
Dulles he found himself contra- 
dictory, and to be in the habit of 
seeming hastily to improvise new 
policy out of the failure of old. 


We should not overlook this be- 
cause it becomes more plain with 
each passing day that well before 
Mr. Dulles died, the White House 
had become restive about his con- 
duct of policy. In death, when the 
axiom that one speaks enly good 
of the dead caused us to draw the 
veil of charity over the fact that 
we knew Mr. Dulles had veen a 
very inadequate secretary of 
state, one could sense invisible 
force in motion. 


Process 


A nation does not change its pcl- 
icy immediately. It is a process. 
The President revealed that some 
of this, undoubtedly, had been 
taking place in Mr. Dulles’ mind 
which had recognized the poverty 
of results produced by his efforts. 
He urged the President to use the 
great prestige, which attaches to 
Mr. Eisenhower as a man, in per- 
sonal negotiations. 


But now we have additional evi- 
dence of the directions this change 
is taking. Sometime ago one of 
the most able of our Russian ex- 
perts, former Ambassador-to-Mos- 
cow Bohlen, was brought back and 
put to work on the thorny prob- 
lem of Russia’s Lend-Lease debt. 


More recently, Mr. Herter stat- 
ed a fact long obvious, but one 
impossible to utter during the 
Dulles days. It is that if there is 
to be any meaningful internation- 
al conference on disarmament 
and peace, then Red China must 
be a member of it. None disputes 
this. Mr. Dulles knew it. But his 
was a policy of containment, not 
negotiation. 


A wit at the United Nations, in 
discussing the change, said wryly, 
“Before we had a preacher in 
politics. Now we have a Chris- 
tian.’ Christian Herter and the 
President committed themselves 
to personal diplomacy. And since 
these discussions are to be a part 
of the future, how can one argue 
that the greatest power in Asia 
can be left out of discussions 
about peace and agreements to 
keep it? 


Pragmatic Point 


This is one of the pragmatic 
points which have made the So- 
viet arguments so difficult to 
counter. Red China must be a 
party to world agreements since 
she is not merely in the world but 
is the largest singular unit of it. 


A Christian Herter also may 
sense what a preacher in politics 
might have neglected. It is that 
the Soviets themselves may wish 
to see Red China agree to be less 
belligerent and aggressive. To 
persuade Peiping to participate 
without being in the U.N. may 
take some doing. But the Soviets 
almost certainly will try. And if 
they should succeed this might be- 
come one of the “deeds” which 
would be accepted as proof of 
Mao’s China’s willingness to suh- 
mit to civilized methods, thereby 
removing the major bar to voting 
her into the U.N. 


There isn’t much doubt but that | 
if her leaders make such a pledge 
there would then be enough 
changes in the General Assembly 
to vote admission. 


Presently it is assumed the mat- 
ter of admission will not even be 
on the next agenda. As Red 
China’s aggression in Tibet cost 
her friends in the last considera- 
tion, so has her violence of meth- 
od on the borders of India and 
Nepal and her belligerence 
against Indonesia in the matter of 
the Overseas Chinese further de- 
pleted her support, 


This may make her amenable |* 
to entering international discus- 
sions. Slowly, but surely, the de- 
sign and hopes of the new U.S. 


policy becomes clearer.

The House Monday approved 
without a dissenting vote two reso- 
lutions designed to help Georgia 
secure psychiatric personnel for 
Vandiver’s new mental health 
program. 


Both resolutions propose consti- 
tutional amendments. One would 
provide that medical students who 
studied under state scholarships 
could repay the state through 
service at Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital or some other state institu- 
tion. The other would provide 
scholarships for personnel in the 
mental health field. 


At present the constitution pro- 
vides that a medical student who 
studied under a state loan or 
scholarship shall repay the state 
in cash at 4 per cent interest or 
may elect to repay the services 
by accepting practice in a com- 
munity of 5,000 population or less. 


If he accepts practice in a 
small community, one-fifth of the 
loan or scholarship, together with 
interest thereon, would be credit- 
ed to him for each year of prac- 
tice.

KARLSRUHE, West Germany 
(UPI) — A former German naval 
lieutenant Monday confessed he 
stole American and British anti- 
submarine warfare secrets for the 
Russians while undergoing NATO 
training in the United States and 
Scotland. 


Horst Ludwig, 34, told a Ger- 
man court trying him for treason 
that he passed information to So- 
viet agents while training with 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization at Pensacola, Fla., and a 
base in Scotland over a two-year 
period. 


SISTER ALSO ON TRIAL 


On trial also are his sister, 
Mrs. Hanni Jaeger, 37, and her 
husband, Werner, 40, who alleged- 
ly worked as couriers for him, 
and Fritz Briesemeister, a form- 
er petty officer in the German 
navy whom Ludwig testified 
made sketches of American PT 
beats used in submarine detec- 
tion.

Token integration, said the dec- 
laration in part, is “‘“no more than 
verbal hyprocisy inasmuch as once 
integration becomes a reality in 
one locality of Georgia it is simply 
a matter of time before it would 
appear in other areas in Georgia.”

The Baldwin legislator said vot- 
ing on the constitutional amend- 
ment would give the state an- 
other 12 months to stave off clos- 
ing of schools. And he said this 
vote would be binding on legisla- 
tors, whereas the state vote would 
not.

1. Rep. Smith appeared before 
the State of Republic Committee 
and submitted in legislative form 
the pupil placement plan of the 
Atlanta Board of Education, as 
approved by Federal Court Judge 
Frank A. Hooper. 


DEBATE SET OFF 


This touched off debate among 
committee members as to wheth- 
er the Legislature needs to take 
any action on the plan at all. The 
committee subsequently voted to 
put the bill and several other 
bills repealing segregation stat- 
utes in a subcommittee. 


Committee Chairman J. Roy 
McCracken said he _ probably 
would appoint the subcommittee 
Tuesday. 


2. The committee reversed it- 
self in giving a “‘do pass” vote to 
a measure to clear up the ques- 
tion of Atlanta’s school taxing 
powers under a 1959 law prohib- 
iting levying of taxes for integrat- 
ed schools.

Approved by the administra- 
tion, the bill states that taxing 
powers won't be cut off until Ne- 
groes are actually admitted to 
white schools.

3. The Georgia League of Wom- 
en Voters urged outright repeal 
of Georgia’s present constitutional 
amendment requiring separate 
schools for whites and Negroes, 
thus becoming the first organiza- 
tion to do so. 


The League issued a statement 
in which it also supported repeal 
of any laws which cut off funds to 
integrated schools and backed 
moves in this area by Fulton Rep. 
Smith. The body also backed a 
“parents choice”’ amendment pro- 
posed by DeKalb County legisla- 
tors. 


4. HOPE, Inc., presented House 
Speaker George Smith II with a 
petition signed by 10,043 citizens 
from all parts of the state urging 
the continuance of uninterrupted 
public education. 


Smith told House members of 
receiving the petition and said he 
assured the HOPE delegation that 
he was certain the 205 members 
of the House are “all in favor 
of maintaining school operations 
on a public basis.” 

FROM 87 POINTS 

The petition, several hundred 
feet long, included signatures of 
citizens in 87 cities, towns and 
counties, according to Mrs. Thom- 
as M. Breeden of Atlanta. 


5. Agnes Scott College students 
—426 of them, representing 128 
Georgians from 41 counties— 
signed petitions urging legislators 
to take action at this session to 
“assure the continued operation 
of the schools.”’ 


The petitions—deliver ed to leg- 
islators, Gov. Vandiver, Lt. Gov. 
Byrd and Speaker Smith, urged 
them to “do whatever is neces- 
sary to assure the uninterrupted 


operation of the public schools 
in Georgia.”’ 

Sen. Brown was the first to 
make a speech urging the need 


of keeping schools open. 


‘DO NOT HAVE RIGHT’ 


Brown declared that he and the 
other senators “did not create 
and develop the public schools of 
Georgia’ and they therefore “do 
not have the right to take them 
away. 


‘The children of this state are 
due from us what is rightfully 
theirs and what has been given to 
them by the generations that have 
preceded us,”’ he added. 


Brown also declared that it was 
his opinion and the opinion of 
many others that there is no need 
of legislation at this time to im- 
plement the plan. He said it does 
not now violate Georgia laws. 


“This will occur when and if 
the officials charged with the re- 
sponsibility of placing children, de- 
cides that the plan requires a 
child to be placed in a. school 
in violation of the laws of the 
-|State of Georgia,’ Brown said. 


This was the point raised. by 
Muscogee County Rep. Howell Hol- 
lis before the House committee 
spoke. Smith de- 
clared that implementation of the 
plan “is entirely dependent”’ upon 
the passage by the General As- 
sembly of permissive laws. 


“This means that the bills we 
have passed for years dealing 
with this, subject must be elimi- 
nated,”’ Smith said. 


The House shouted down opposi- 
tion Monday and adopted a modi- 
fied gasoline-tax allocations meas- 
ure touted as an aid to legislative 
independence. 


The vote was 177-1. 


The proposed amendment would 
remove tag tax receipts—amount- 
ing to about $14 million this year 
—from funds automatically allo- 
cated for highway building. 


It would leave intact the present 
provision for allocating gasoline 
taxes for highways. 


It also provides tnat the High- 
way department would get the 
money whether the Legislature 
adopts an annual appropriations 
act or not. 


Before passing the administra- 
tion-backed version, the House 
shouted down a substitute pro- 
posed by Rep. Norman McGee 
of Chatham. 


McGee's substitute would allow 


continued allocation of both tag 
and gasoline taxes but would pro- 
vide a formula for distributing 
part of the money to counties 
and cities for road work. 


McGee said it would be “short- 
-|sighted indeed” to reduce funds 
for highway work in view of a 
$32 million emergency road-repair 
need reported by the Senate Gov- 
ernment Operations Committee. 


And annual maintenance needs 
are about $24 million, rather than 
the $11 million now appropriated, 
he added. 


Rep. John Sheffield of Brooks 
agreed that “this is no time to 
cut funds ... we've got to at 
least keep up with our neighboring 
states.” 


Besides the needs of state- 
maintained roads, Sheffield said, 
there are 73,000 miles of county 
roads which need constant atten- 
tion.

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De Gaulle Regime 
Faces Biggest Test 


Premier Charles de Gaulle, the stern 
and austere man who rules France, has 
informed the embattled colonials in Al- 
geria that he stands on his policy of self- 
determination for A/geria. 

Thus the issue is drawn. Gen. de 
Gaulle believes the French army, which 
has a tradition of remaining out of poli- 
tics, will support the government. This is 
a gamble because the army contains ele- 
ments which bitterly resent the De 
Gaulle policy. They are with the but- 
lately removed Gen. Jacques Massu, who 
with others in the armed forces provided 
the final straw which broke the back of 
the Fourth Republic. It forced the resig- 
nation of the government. Gen. de Gaulle 
came to power with the Fifth Repub- 
lic. 

The French colonials are in a predic- 
ament which is desperate. The fact their 
predicament is in a sense of their own 
making does not dilute the bitterness. It 
is an old story of colonialism. Algeria 
has long been “French.” But the people 
of Algeria were not. They did not have 
equality before law nor was there any 
equality in wages. They were kept in an 
exploited, second-class state of citizen- 
ship. Now the French colonials, who an- 
grily demand that France spend its wealth 
and blood to retain that status, are again 
in revolt. They are demanding the down- 
fall of Gen. de Gaulle and are intriguing 
with army elements seeking to bring 
about a rebellion. 

If the barricaded colonials do not obey 
the government, then the army will be or- 
dered in to disperse them—French against 
French. That will be the big test. When 
it is given we believe that sanity will 
prevail. The army will obey. Those who 
defy order, history and the facts of life 
in 1960, will lose. 

Gen. de Gaulle’s political power has 
lessened at home. He is a difficult man 
for his own people as well as his allies. 
One finds a certain pathos as well as 
preposterousness in his assumption of 
“grandeur” and personal omniscience in 
the task of restoring to France her lost 
glory. 

Yet he has strengthened France. And 
the French are a people pragmatic enough 
to understand this. Once he can resolve 
the Algerian problem, even by armistice, 
he may be able to retain the area as part 
of the French Commonwealth. If the army 
should be so mad as to rebel, then indeed 
will France be brought to her knees and 
all Western strength, plans and hopes will 
be the less. It is a critical moment, there- 
fore, for France which has for so long 
inspired Western civilization and for all 
those committed with her in alliance and 


hope. 
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Research Will Brighten 
Poultry Trade Outlook 


Delegates to the Southeastern Poultry 
and Egg Assn. trade show here, largest 
of its kind in the world, are viewing the 
status of the industry and studying means 
of effecting improvements. 


Poultrymen have had their ups and 
downs of late. Supply forged ahead of 
demand. That, together with the high cost 
of feed caused temporary shutdowns of 
some of the well-established processing 
firms and caused some producers to sus- 
pend operations. 

Still, poultry income occupies top po- 
sition among Georgia agricultural prod- 
ucts. It toppled King Cotton’s crown sev- 
eral years ago and is much too important 
to the Georgia economy to experience any 
setbacks over a period of time without re- 
percussions being felt in most lines of 
business. 

But further research in marketing and 
mortality of poultry is in order. Consider- 
able attention is being paid to such a 
necessity now. Stepped-up activity in that 
direction, coupled with the naturally de- 
lightful taste of poultry whether fried, 
broiled or cooked by any of the other 
methods, can make the future of the in- 
dustry even brighter than it is.

Why Must We Tamper 
With Board of Regents? 


We yield to none in our admiration 
for Agriculture Commissioner Phil Camp- 
bell. He has done a really magnificent 
job for Georgia farmers and for those 
who process their products. He truly has 
served the broad agricultural interests of 
the state. 

But we do wish he would find it in his 
mind to request that the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment putting the commis- 
sioner of agriculture on the Board of 
Regents of the University System be with- 
drawn. 

We think he would make an excellent 
member of the regents as Phil Campbell. 
But not as commissioner of agriculture. 
He will not forever hold that position 
although we hope he will serve as long 
as he wishes. But let us assume that a 
commissioner of the philosophy and some 
of the public attitudes of former Commis- 
sioner Linder were in office. Does the 
Farm Bureau think it would then be a 
good idea to have the commissioner on 
the board? 

Regents Chairman Robert Arnold 
properly points to the fact that years ago 
the board for good reason was removed 
from political control and partisan affili- 
ation. The plan has worked well. If it has 
not, then let’s abolish the board itself as 
the chairman suggests. If agriculture is 
to have a member not subject to rules of 
naming other members, then let’s put on 
Zack Cravey, the insurance commissioner, 
Ben Huiet, the labor commissioner, and 
others. There is no end of possibilities. 

The idea is, we are sure, well meant. 
But it would be bad for the University 
System. Mr. Campbell could help mat- 
ters by urging that it not be done. The 
Farm Bureau could assist by changing its 
mind.

In the first repair station I had 
the brake inspected. What do you 
think was wrong? The master 
cylinder on the front of the dash 
had sprung a fast leak! 

How do you fend against such 
a brake failure? 


1. Keep your brakes competent- 
ly checked—both foot and emer- 
gency hand brake. 

2. When you approach a red 
light push your pedal down—not 
at the last moment—but long be- 
fore you must bring your car to 
a stop! Then if the foot brake 
fails you have time to stop the 
car with the hand brake.

Peters’ Letter to Harris Is 
Astute Appraisal of Public 


Georgians must have rubbed their astonished eyes and reread 
the headlines reporting their Board of Education chairman’s espous- 
al of some integration in the public schools. Assuredly they were 
given one of the most novel arguments for desegregation on record. 
Chairman James S. Peters, long a kingpin in Georgia politics and 
stanch segregationist, now says that integration is inevitable in some 


form. 


Otherwise, he warns, Ellis Ar- 
nall (a “dirty word’? among those 
of the Peters political school) 
might even, heaven forbid, wind 
up as governor. 


Moreover, said Peters, in a let- 
ter to Roy V. Harris of Augusta, 
the arch-supremacist, Sen. Her- 
man E. Talmadge might not be 
reelected to the Senate in 1962. 

His reasoning, quickly rejected 
by Harris, went like this: If Geor- 
gia’s “last resort” law is invoked 
in the face of a féderal court 
order to desegregate Atlanta 
schools, the public, aroused by the 


' destruction of the school system, 


would sweep the liberal Arnall 
back into the office he held in the 
1940s. 


He foresaw that such a revolt 


would “put integrationists in con- 


trol of government for decades to 
come,”’ and defeat Sen. Talmadge. 


He also warned that “‘we are head-. 


ed towards defeat and the loss of 
our power and influence...” 

It is striking that Peters’ turn 
toward some integration is moti- 
vated ‘not by a concern for the

Constitution but for a_ political 
machine. But he is nothing if not 
astute. So the most significant 
thing about this strange political 
bedfellowship is his reading of the 
public mind. 


Georgians, if Peters has read 
it correctly, and he seldom has 
erred, just will not stand for their 
school system being destroyed. 
And they will destroy politically 
anyone who attempts it. 

But despite this public senti- 
ment, Georgia today is in a 
pitiable, tragic position.

the thousands of sermons I have had the privilege of reading during 
the past several years, I had not seen one with that title. I’ve seen 
sermons on “The Disadvantages of Being an Atheist” and I've 
preached on that general idea many times. 


But are there and can there 
possibly be advantages to disbe- 
lief? I discovered that there are 
many such advantages and I’ve 
been thinking of several of them. 


First, the atheist has the “‘ad- 
vantage” of not having to come 
to grips with the fundamental 
problems and questions which 
stir deeply within the minds of 
believers. He can by-pass such 
penetrating questions as: Where 
did I come from and where am I 
finally headed? What is God’s will 
for my life? Am I measuring up 
to God’s expectations? Is my faith 
in God sufficient to my need? 

How great a burden might be 
removed from our sensitive con- 
sciences were we to cast from 
our minds all thought of God and 
of His claim upon us! We could 
sit in the catbird’s seat and have 
not a care in the world nor the 
slightest concern for the next 
world. Such a carefree life might 
be a comfort, at least for a sea- 
son. But as believers we cannot 
afford such relaxing comfort. We 
know that we are men under di- 
vine orders. 


Second, the atheist has the ‘‘ad- 
vantage” of not seeking an eter- 
nal companionship or of surren- 
dering himself to a divine leader- 
ship. The atheist is sufficient unto 
himself and beholden to no one. 
The believer is restless until he 
finds rest in God. He is direction-

less until God becomes His guide. 
His life is meaningless until God's 
purpose becomes his own. W. P. 
Montague, a philosopher, has said, 
‘Atheism leads not to badness but 
only to an incurable sadness and 
loneliness.”’ For those who believe 
that God is love there comes a 
feeling of divine fellowship that 
surrounds and wupholds them. 
When asked why some atheists 
live apparently moral lives Phil- 
lips Brooks replied, ‘“‘They have 
to for they have no God to forgive 
them if they don’t.” 

Third, the atheist has the ‘‘ad- 
vantage”’ of not being compelled 
and disciplined by God to serve 
his fellow man. The atheist may 
be benevolent in spirit and gen- 
erous in deed but he does not have 
to be.

The advantage of being an athe- 
ist is that a man is free to be- 
come self-centered, bigoted, nar- 
row-minded and possessed only by 
a contemplation of himself.

Sanderson’s theory is that the 
crust of the earth broke !oose 
and shifted suddenly and where 
the earth crust broke away the 
material from deep beneath the 
surface welled up and volcanoes 
blew clouds of dust and gases into 
the sky. These gases chilled in the 
cold of outer space and feil in 
blobs, bringing with them the 
fierce cold of empty space and 
freezing everything they touched. 
Then from the sky, darkened by 
voleanic dust, the great snows 
came and covered everything that 
had died, preserving them for- 
ever. We are -finding them now 


as the polar regions warm and. 


melt—great beasts. of all kinds, 
mastodons, hairy rhinoceros and 
tigers. And all we can deduce is 
that once long ago a swift and 
terrible change took place on the 
earth, so quickly that those ani- 
mals had no time even to swallow 
the buttercups they were chewing 
or to take a last breath. 

Which is a matter of little in- 
terest, maybe. But Sanderson 
closes on a somewhat chilly note. 
If it happened once, he said, why 
could it not happen again?

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Odom Asks Repeal of College Age Limit

Repeal of the controversial col- 
lege age-limit act was proposed 
Monday by a south Georgia law- 
maker, Rep. Colquitt Odom of 
Dougherty County. 


“Tt has not served its purpose,”’ 
Odom declared. 


The age limit was adopted as 
an administration measure to cut 
down on attempts by Negroes to 


Rep. Matthews Rep. Melton 


enter Georgia State and other 


state colleges. 


Many representatives who 
originally opposed the bill finally 
voted for it after an administra- 
tion leader promised it would not 
bar one white applicant from col- 
lege. 


a se 
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But the act has been under at- 
tack ever since for doing just 
what it was promised not to do— 
cutting enrollment. 


“It has depleted enrollment in 
some of the junior colleges and at 
Georgia State,’’ Odom asserted. 


“The people who need the edu- 
cation are not getting it,” he 
added. 


Odom said he would introduce 
officially his repeal bill later this 
week, probably dropping it in the 
hopper Tuesday. 


Rep. Quimby Melton of Spald- 
ing, a member of the Board of 
Regents, said he was ‘“‘not instru- 
mental” in proposing the bill but 
would support it. 


“The age limit has been detri- 
mental to the colleges,”’ Melton 
declared, “‘but even more than 
the colleges, it’s been detrimen- 
tal to men and women trying to 
get an education.” 


Melton fought imposition of the 
limit last year. 


The 1959 ‘bill was introduced 
after administration leaders noted 
that most Negroes testing segre- 
gation bars at Georgia colleges 
were older than average stu- 
dents. 


The act puts a 21-year-old limit 
on applicants for undergraduate 
work and a 25-year-old limit for 
graduate degrees. 


Exact effects of the act have 
been difficult to determine be- 
cause the university system sim- 
ultaneously adopted tougher en- 
trance standards. 


However, whatever the reasons, 
winter enrollment at Georgia 


State this year is about 1,000 be- 
low that of a year ago, and sev- 


eral junior colleges have report- 
ed drops 


Rep. Chappelle Matthews of 
Clarke, asked for comment about 
the proposed fepeal, said he 
had voted against the age limit 
and probably would support re- 
peal. 


But Matthews said he doubted 
whether repeal could win Gov. 
Vandiver’s approval. 

At his news conference Monday 
morning, the governor defended 
the act. © 


School Replies Unclaimed 


A large number of Lt. Gov. Byrd’s answers to mimeographed 
pro-segregation school petitions he received are being returned as 
unclaimed mail, it was reported Monday. 


A member of Byrd's staff said 
a majority of the letters Byrd 
had personally answered which 
gave addresses in Moultrie, Way- 
cross and Blackshear are being 
returned, marked ‘‘unclaimed.” 


The staff member explained 
that Byrd is attempting to person- 
ally answer about 1,500 such let- 
ters he received, which urged him 
to stand fast on school segregation 
and to close schools if necessary 
to maintain segregation. 


A six-inch stack of the un- 
claimed letters were returned to 
Byrd’s office Monday, the staff 
member said. 


Meanwhile, Fayette County 
Rep. Grady Huddleston, who re- 
ceived a large number of the 
same type petitions, said he had 
personally contacted some of the 
persons who signed letters he re- 
ceived and had been told by them 


‘that they had signed them. 


“I think the university system |

fects on the university,” he de- 
clared. 


But the University System Com- 
mittee of the House is expected 
later this week to issue a report 
stating that the bill had:

3. Hurt the state’s economy as 
a whole.

Liner Halted 
4. Hours by 
Bomb Scare 


NEW YORK (AP) — A bomb 
scare delayed the liner Victoria 
for four hours Monday as she was 
sailing on a West Indies cruise. 

Some 350 passengers, including 
the parents of Princess Grace of 
Monaco, were aboard when the 
liner dropped anchor off Staten 
Island to check an anonymous 
telephone report that a passenger 
had taken a bomb aboard. 

The four-hour search by harbor 
squad police, fireboat crews and 
coast guard men produced noth- 
ing. The ship was cleared and 
continued her voyage. 

About the same time searches 
were being made of three planes 
waiting to take off at Idlewild Air- 
port, delayed by similar bomb 
scares. 

Searches of the three planes and 
the baggage of about 300 passen- 
gers turned up nothing.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Su- 
preme Court agreed Monday to 
rule on an Arkansas law which 
Negro teachers say is designed to 
deter them from supporting any 
organization that advocates de- 
segregation.

Laid to CAB Chief 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Proxmire (D-Wis) charged Mon- 
day that Chairman James R. Dur- 
fee of the Civil Aeronautics 
Boar d‘flagrantly violated” the 
government’s code of ethics by 
accepting free hospitality from 
airlines in Rome, Mexico City and 
Pinehurst, N.C. 

Proxmire told a Senate. Judici- 
ary subcommittee this was a key 
reason why Durfee should not be 


_|confirmed as an associate judge 


of the U.S. Court of Claims. 


Durfee and two other witnesses 
countered that the trips were tak- 
en as part of his official duties. 
ROME TRIP CITED : 

Proxmire said the CAB head ac- 
cepted the following ‘unusual 
hospitality” from airlines which 
had cases pending before the 
agency: 

1. A 2%-day stay at Pinehurst 
as a golfing party guest of Flying 
Tiger Airlines and Overseas Na- 
tional Airlines in October, 1956. 
Proximire estimated the cost 
at $85. 

2. A four-day trip to Mexico 
City in September, 1957, as guest 
of Eastern Air Lines which the 
senator valued at $2,000 


3. A four-day round trip _t0 
Rome for Durfee and his wife as 
guests of Trans World Airlines in 


October, 1957, with an estimated 
cost of $1,876. 


Proxmire said this meant that 
Durfee ‘“‘on three distinct oc- 
casions flagrantly violated the 
code of ethics of the agency which 
he himself heads. 


“PECUNIARY INTEREST” 


“On every one of the oc- 
casions,” the senator added, “‘it 
is clear that he accepted ‘unusual 
hospitality’ and that the hospital- 
ity was provided by persons who 
had an intense and obvious pe- 
cuniary interest in the business 
of the CAB.”’ 


On Durfee’s behalf, Gen. Joseph 
P. Adams, an attorney for an air- 
lines association who served with 
the nominee on the CAB, noted 
that the trips to Rome and Mexi- 
ico City were inaugural service 
flights. 

Because of protocol, U.S. offi- 
cials are expected to make such 
flights, he testified.

“Sunrise at Campobello,” Dore Schary’s story of 
the struggles against polio of the young Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, opened Monday night at the Tower Theater, 
starring Ralph Bellamy as the courageous Roosevelt.

ANSWER: I would like to call 
your attention to something you 
have overlooked. The writer of 


the Epistle to 
he Hebrews is 
concerned with 
he matter of 
christian faith. 
He is not deal- 
ing in this in- 
stance with any 
matter of con- 
duct. The sin 
that he is talk- 
ing about is the 
sin of unbelief, 
and the unbelief dactttbed in this 
verse is that kind of deliberate 
refusal to accept the truth even 
when all of the evidence is avail- 
able. 


When he says there is no more 
sacrifice for sin, he is saying 
that for those who refuse to be- 
lieve in the gospel of Jesus Christ 
and turn some other way after 
they have heard the gospel, there 
is nowhere they can go because 
there is no other sacrifice pro- 
vided. If they reject the sacrifice 
of God provided in Christ, there 
is no direction for them to turn. 
Either they receive Christ as 
Saviour and Lord, or they are 
without a Savior.

Good Health 


Ergotamine 
Helps Some 
Headaches 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 
Ergotamine drugs are certainly 
successful in stopping migraine 
headaches. They also do as well 
for many front-of-the-head type 
of headaches which aren't mi- 
grane, as well as for headaches 
loosely called “‘migraine’’ but ac- 
tually having some striking dif- 
ferences technically. 


In short, probably something 
approaching three out of four 
headaches are of the type that 
may yield to these drugs—there 
are different varieties, some com- 
bined with caffein, some with a 
sedative, and so on. 


But—and here’s the important 
thing whether the headache is a 
true migraine or some other 
form—you've got to use the drug 
quickly, when the headache is 
barely starting or, better yet, be- 
fore it has started but when you 
recognize the signs which mean 
one is coming. 

To what I might call the “‘ama- 
teur headache sufferers,”’ this 
probably doesn’t make much 
sense. But people who are vic- 
tims of repeated, frequent and 
severe headaches will recognize 
what I mean. When a severe 
headache is soon to start, people 
learn to recognize such signs as 
queasiness of the stomach, spots 
before the eyes, jitters, tenséness 
or other advance warning. (It 
varies from person to person; 
each must discover his or her 
own signs.) 

The purpose of the ergotamines 
(there are prescription drugs) is 
to expand blood vessels which 
have become tense, putting strain 
on the tissues in the brain. 


If they can be relaxed quickly, 
you avoid the headache, or at 
least make it mild and brief. 


If you don’t induce this relaxa- 
tion in time, the walls of the blood 
vessels swell and the drugs can’t 
cope with that swelling. The 
swelling keeps the headache 
going. The headache “runs its 
course” instead of being pre- 
vented. 


In all fairness, you might as 
well know that the ergotamine 
drugs are not 100 per cent ef- 
fective for everybody, but if they 
are applied in the right kind of 
cases and at the right time they 
help a majority of persons. Tak- 
ing them at the right time is up 
to you. 


High blood pressure, preg- 
nancy and some other conditions 
are signs that you should’t use 
the drugs. Your doctor will tell 
you about that. He'll also warn 
you about the need for taking 
them before headaches start.

There are at least four other 
good reasons for being married 
—formally, legally married— 
even in these days of easy 
liaisons. 


The first is economic security 
—the warm snugness that comes 
from knowing that in the event 
of an emergency, there is al- 
ways someone else you Can 
count on. There are two of you 
to face whatever adversity may 
come. 


Second is emotional security— 
the confidence that comes from 
having someone close at hand 
who both meets your emotional 
needs and in whom you can 
trust and confide. The word 
“trust” is important since it is 
the key to a mutual peace of 
mind. One evidence of trust- 
worthiness — although by no 
means an infallible one—is his 
willingness to make it legal. 


SOCIALLY APPROVED 


Third is sexual partnership. 
True enough, this may be had 
outside of marriage, but this is 
risky physically, socially, and 
emotionally. The temporary ex- 
citement of illicit sex offers lit- 
tle of the ultimate ecstasy of 
socially approved dedication to 
a single satisfactory sexual 
partner. 


The fourth reason is children. 
It is conceivable that some less 
morally restricted women could 
argue for emotional security, 
economic security, companion- 
ship, and perhaps even a sexual 
partnership outside of marriage. 
But it is hard to believe that 
anyone could—or would—be able 
to defend her position very long 
once children are brought into 
the discussion. Unless you be- 
lieve that it is both better to be 
single and it is better not to 
have children, there is no argu- 
ment.

“I'm not going to talk to you now,"’ Adolph Rupp 
snapped. ‘You'll have to go round up the rest of the 
sports writers, and I'll say what I have to say one 
time, just one time.

““You darned right I do,"’ he said. ‘“‘What can you 
do when you tell players what to do and they don’t 
do a bit of it? We didn’t do a single thing we had 


planned. 


“Here’s what we were supposed to do. (Don) 
Mills was supposed to score enough to offset one of 
their big scorers, and (Bennie) Coffman was sup- 
posed to offset the other. 


“Well, you saw what happened. I don’t think Coff- 
man’s ever had such a miserable night. He didn’t 
shoot. But then, none of us did. We were lousy.” 

The writer wondered, “‘How good is Tech?” get- 
ting in one of his five allotted questions. 

“I knew you were going to ask that,’’ Rupp re- 
plied, “‘and I can’t answer it.

Now I’m an- 
swering that without taking Georgia Tech into con- 
sideration.

In Plants 


Georgia ranks 15th in the na- 
tion in number of manufacturing 
plants—a total of 5,797 which turn 
out products ranging from tex- 
tiles and paper products to foods 
and apparel. 


That report came Monday from 
the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce’s Atlanta field office. 


Analysts reported the 5,797 
plants counted in the 1958 census 
were exceeded in number by New 
York, California, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, Ohio, New Jersey, Mich- 
igan, Massachusetts, Texas, Wis- 
consin, North Carolina, Indiana, 
Missouri and Florida, in that 
order. 


The report said that in the past 
10 years Georgia had lost one 
place in rank among all the states 
—giving way during that period 
to Florida. Florida went from 
24th place in 1947 to 14th posi- 
tion in the last census survey. 


The seven-state Southeastern re- 
gion of Alabama, Florida, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi, Tennessee and 
the Carolinas has 33,029 manu- 
facturing plants, fourth largest 
number regionally in the United 
States.

NEW YORK (#—lIncreasing in- 
terest rates will not prevent an- 
other building boom, a St. Louis 
business analyst asserted Monday. 


Roy Wenzlick said housing sales 
will increase as the public be- 
comes accustomed to the higher 
rates. He made the statement at 
a press conference at the North- 
eastern Retail Lumbermen’s 
Assn.’s 66th annual convention. 


More money will be available 
this year for real estate financing. 
Wenzlick declared, but at the 
highest rates in 30 years. 


The higher rates, though, ‘will 
not prevent, over the long pull, 
the occurrence of another build- 
ing boom,” he said. 


Interest rates in New York 
stand at 5.8 per cent and will 
probably climb to about 6 per 
cent this year, Wenzlick said. 
Mortgages have been issued on 
the West Coast at rates ranging 
from 6.2 to 7.5 per cent, he added. 


Wenzlick predicted private 
home starts this year will drop 10 
to 15 per cent below the 1959 to- 
tal of 1,341,500.
